REIGN OF TERROR.

sies of rifles. censor ruppressed 
the news, but the Associated Press has 
received the story by mail. 

The trouble began with a row on the 
night of January 1 between some 
biuejackets and a party of the. West 
Indians. On the following night the 
West Indiens broke out of barracks 
and raided the town, They ran amuck, 
cutting and beating women, children 
and men indiscriminately, and atta-ked 
the faliors’ Rest, tear.ng out the docrs 
and windows. All the efforts of the 
‘officers to suppress the mutiny were 
futile. When ordered to the camp they 
refused to obey, and threatened to 
dynamite the town. 

A etrong naval force was landed, the 
available troops were collected and 
the streets paraded and guarded all 
night long. At daybreak the troops 
were drawn up with ‘oaded rifier in 
front of the place, where the West In- 
diane were barricaded. The latter were 
ordered to surrender, and were notified 
that if they did not do so, they would 
be fred upon. The mutineers were 
finally cowed, and were taken to the 
camp, whete they will remain 
guard until troopship arrives to take 
them away.
